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First  appearance  of  Market  St„  Railway  cars  on  the  old 
Muni  system  occurred  on  the  H  line  in  December^   1944^  when 
several  900 '  s  and  three  100's  replaced  ftBn  types  which  were 
shifted  to  the  rejuvinated  M  line.     Car  #937  is  seen  here 
a  few  years  later  at  Bayshore  and  San  Bruno  after  the  H 
line's  extension  to  3rd  and  San  Bruno. 
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The  heavy  concentration  of  ex-Market  St.  Railway  equipment 
on  the  H  line  during  its  final  years  is  typified  by  cars 
#405  and  #933  at  the  3rd  and  San  Bruno  switch-back. 
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The  short-lived  32  line  provided  temporary  shuttle  service 
on  Market  St.  during  track  reconstruction  when  lines  5,  6, 
7,  21  and  31  were  cut  back  at  the  main  steal.     Car  #424  is 
shown  here  at  the  Duboce  and  Market  terminus  of  the  line. 

THE  CONVERSION  PERIOD  -  1944-1949 

The  merger  of  the  Market  St.  Ity.  Co.  with  the  Municipal 
Ry.  on  September  29,   1944,  was  one  of  the  most  important 
events   in  the  history  of  San  Francisco  urban  mass  transport- 
ation.    During  the  five  years  which  were  to  follow,  more 
changes  of  streetcar  routes  and  equipment  occurred  than  dur- 
ing any  comparable  period  in  the  annals  of  San  Francisco 
public  transit.     This  brief  time  spann  was  to  bring  about 
the  complete  demise  of  the  Market  St,  Ity .   lines  and  of  all 
but  a  handful  of  the  cars  that  operated  over  them  (  a  few 
M.  S.  Ify,  cars  remained  on  the  Muny  C  and  H  lines   into  1950). 

It  was  a  period  of  continual  changes  in  routing  and  ser- 
vices,   beginning  with  the  abandonment  of   the  weaker  bus 
supplement  lines  such  as  16-Third  &  Kearney,   19-Polk  &  Lar- 
kin  and  26-San  Jose  Ave.     This  was  followed  closely  by  grad- 
ual replacement  of  evening,  Sunday  and  Holiday  service  on 
virtually  all  the  lines  by  motor  coaches.     The  conversion 
program  was  completed  with  full  replacement  of  all  street- 
cars by  motor  coaches  which,   in  turn,  soon  gave  way  to 
trolley  coaches  on  many  of  the  lines  as  tracks  were  removed 
and  new  overhead  lines  installed.     The  Majority  of  these 
final  abandonments  occurred  on  five  significant  conversion 
dates:     June  6     1948  (5,   21  and  32  lines);  July  4,  1948 
(6  and  7  lines);  August  1,   1948   (4,  22  and  25  lines); 
January  16,  1949  (9,  11,   14  and  40  lines);  and  July  3,  1949 
(1,  2,  3,   8  and  31  lines).     This  period  also  saw  the  end 
of  the  famed  four  track  operation  on  Market  St.,   thus  sil- 
encing forever  the  well  remembered  "roar  of  the  four". 
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Acquisition  of  the  Market  St.  Railway  finally  gave  Muni  an 
alternate  route  on  Mission  St„   from  12th  St.   to  the  Ferry 
during  parades  on  Market  St.     "B"  type  #124  is  shown  here 
on  the  four-track  Embarcadero  stub  terminal  with  a  regular 
Mission  St o  car  in  the  background. 


Equipment  changes  were  also  numerous,   as  Muni  tried  its 
best  to  keep  the  sadly  neglected  Market  St.  Ry.   cars  limping 
along  until  they  could  be  replaced.     The  San  Mateo  suburban 
1200  class  cars  were  the  first  to  receive  attention  and  all 
eventually  appeared  in  either  Muni  blue  and  gold  paint  or 
the  later  cream  and  green  designs.     The  variety  of  color 
schemes  to  be  seen  was  seemingly  endless  as  Muni  hastened 
to  repaint  the  patented  white  fronts  of  all  Market  carSj 
first  in  several  variations  of  blue  and  gold  and  finally  in 
cream  and  green.     In  addition,  whole  cars  were  reconditioned 
and  repainted  in  a  variety  of  old  and  new  Muni  paint  schemes. 
To  avoid  conflict  with  Muni  car  numbers,  and  MS  Ry.  100fs 
became  400's  and  the  200fs  became  600fs  although  this  re- 
numbering program  was  never  completed  prior  to   final  scrap- 
ping of  these  cars. 

Certain  interesting  combinations  of  Muni  and  Market  St. 
services  occured  during  the  Conversion  period.     The  K  line 
was  extended  over  the   12  line  tracks  to  Onondaga  and  Mission 
Street,,,   the  H  line  was  extended  over  the  San  Bruno  Ave. 
portion  of  the  25  line,   the  F  line  was  extended  via  the  20 
line  tracks  on  4th  st.   to   the  S.P.  Depot,   and  the  J  line 
duplicated  the  route  of   the  9-Valenc ia-29th  St.   line  for 
several  months   in  1946  during  sewer  construction  on  Church 
St.     Market  St.  Ry.  equipment  was  assigned  to  operate  on 
Muni  lines  C«and  H  and  Muni  B  and  K  types  appeared  on  the 
8  line  at  times.     Two  major  changes  of  original  Muni  lines 
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First  Municipal  Railway  line  to  be  converted  was  the  un- 
forgetable  E  line  with  its  unique  "Dinkies"  which  were 
specially  designed  for  the  steep  hills  of  Union  St. 


came  about  during  this  period:     the  M-Oceanview  line  was 
restored  to  service   in  late  1944  after  an  absence  of  over 
five  years,  and  the  E-Union  St0   line,  with  its  unique  single 
truck  center  door  cars,   finally  gave  way  to  trolley  coaches 
after  a  stay  of  execution  during  World  War  II. 

Rail  progress  during  the  Conversion,   though  limited,  in- 
cluded acquisition  of  double  end  streamliners  1006-1015  in 
the  summer  of  1948  and  modernization  of  the  Muni  K  and  L 
types  by  addition  of   rear  platform  doors  controlled  by  the 
conductor  and  replacement  of  Eclipse  fenders  with  the  Life- 
guard type o     In  addition,  the  famed  Eclipse  fenders  disap- 
peared from  all  Muni  equipment  which  survived  the  Conversion 
Period  except  the  A  types,  whose  trip  to  the  scrap  heap  was 
soon  to  follow0 

Finally,  San  Francisco's  famed  cable  cars,   inherited  by 
Muni  in  the  merger,  were  the  subject  of  much  controversy  as 
the  City  sought  their  replacement  by  twin-engine  buses.  An 
aroused  public  won  out,  however,   and  the  beloved  little  cars 
remain  today  as  Market  St.  ^yTs.  sole  passenger  car  surviv- 
ors of  the  Conversion  Period.

San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway 

1950  -  1964

The  years  since  1950  have  seen  significent  changes  in  the 
electric  street  railway  system  of  San  Francisco.  Though 
not  nearly  as  eventful  as  the  conversion  years  of  1944- 
1949.,  when  the  streetcar  lines  of  the  old  Market  Street 
Railway  Co.  were  completely  erasedj   this  period  has  seen* 
the  total  replacement  of  the  two-man  operated  conventional 
trolley  car  by  the  modern  one-man  P.C.C.  streamliner. 

As  the  period  began.,    two  old  Municipal  Railway  lines  were 
already  doomed,   namely  the  D-Van  Ness  and  H-Potrero  which 
bowed  out  on  March  18,   1950.     Soon  to  follow,   on  January 
19,    1951,  was  the  busy  F-Stockton  line  whose  conversion 
to  trolley  coaches  marked  the  end  of  the  A-type  cars 
which  had  opened  the  system  in  1912  and  had  remained  the 
only  cars  in  San  Francisco  still  equipped  with  the  fami- 
liar Eclipse  fenders.     With  the  end  of  the  F  line  Sutro 
car  house  was  deactivated  and  later  torn  down  after 
serving  briefly  as  storage  for  the  A-types  awaiting 
scrapping . 

Evening,  Sunday  and  holiday  service  on  the  J-Church  line 
was  supplanted  by  motor  coaches  in  mid-1950  and  on  January 
21,    1951,   evening  service  on  the  K-Ingleside  and  L- 
Taraval  lines  beyond  the  West  Portal  of  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel 
and  on  the  N-Judah  line  in  its  entirety  gave  way  to  buses. 
This  move  marked  the   lowest  ebb  in  the  history  of  San 
Francisco  Street  railways.     Only  one  line,   the  L  shuttle 
from  East  Bay  Terminal  to  St.  Francis  Circle,   remained  in 
operation  after  7:00  p.m.,   though  the   inconvenience  caused 
by  this  arrangement  soon  forced  streetcar  service  to  be 
extended  until  9:00  p.m.   on  all  three  lines. 
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Post-war   streamliners  1006-1015  were  assigned  to  the  N 
line  for  some  time  after  being  rebuilt  to  single-end  one 
man  cars.     Here  #1007  rounds  the  loop  at  48th  and  Judah 
while  an  open  "B"   type  waits  its  turn  in  the  background.

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Just  when  all  seemed  lost.,  however,   the  P.C.C.   car  arrived 
to  save  the  day.     With  the  delivery  of   streamliners  1016- 
1040  in  the  spring  of   1952,   full  streetcar  service  was 
restored  to  the  K,  L  and  N  lines  and  electric  rail  transit 
was  definitely  on  the  comeback  in  San  Francisco.     To  ac- 
comodate the  new  single-end  cars,   the  stub-end  Brighton 
Ave.  and  Onondaga  Ave.  branches  of  the  K  line  were  aban- 
doned in  favor  of  a  new  terminal  loop  at  Ocean  Ave.  and 
Phelan,   at  the  City  College  of  San  Francisco  campus. 
Repeal  of  the  archaic  two-man  car  ordinance  by  the  voters 
strengthened  the  cause  of  the  streetcar  and  made  possible 
the  introduction  of   one-man  operated  P.C.C.   cars  on  the 
K    and  L  lines  on  September  12,   1954.     With  the  rebuilding 
of  double-end  "Magic  Carpet"   cars  1001-1005  and  post-war 
streamliners  1006-1015  for  single-end  operation,  partial 
one-man  service  was  extended  to  the  N  line  on  Jan.  16,1955. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  great 
earthquake  and  fire  of  April  18,    1906,  single-truck 
California-type  cfi.nkie  #578,  which  had  served  for  many 
years  as  the  Sutro  Division  wrecker,  was  restored  by  the 
Elkton  shop  fprces  to  its  original  condition  and  was 
featured  in  a  commemorative  parade  up  Market  St.  This 
unique  vignette  of  the  City's  bygone  days  will  eventually 
be  displayed  in  the  San  Francisco  Maritime  and  Transpor- 
tation Museum. 

The  trolley  suffered  another  setback  on  December  30,  1956, 
when  Muni  replaced  the  B-Geary  and  the  foreshortened  C- 
Geary-Cal if ornia  lines  with  motor  buses.     This  move  was 
made  in  spite  of  earlier  indications  that  modernized  rail 
transit  would  be  provided  on  these  lines.     Many  of  the  re- 
maining open  platform  B  types  were  scrapped  with  the 
closing  of  the  Geary  lines  and  all  rail  operations  were 
shifted  to  Geneva  Division.  Geary  car  house,  Muni r s  ori- 
ginal headquarters,  became  exclusively  a  trackless  trolley 
and  motor  bus  center,   though  surplus  cars  were  stored 
there  for  some  months  after  the  Geary  rail  abandonment. 

The  B,   K  and  L  type  cars  were  maintained  in  excellent 
condition  over  the  years,   having  been  rebuilt  in  the 
late  1940Ts  with  Lifeguard  fenders  and,   except  for  a  few 
of  the  remaining  B  types,  with  air-operated  rear  plat- 
form folding  doors  and  steps.     Despite  these  improvements, 
however,   the  useful  service   life  of  these  sturdy  cars  was 
nearing  an  end  and  their  compulsory  two-man  operation  was 
proving  uneconomical.     These  problems  were  solved  in  the 
spring  of   1957  when  the  City  entered  into  a   lease  agree- 
ment with  the  St.  Louis  Public  Service  Co.   for  sixty-six 
of  their  used  1700  class  P.C.C.   cars.     Numbered  1100's 
on  the  Muni,   their  arrival  resulted  in  the  introduction 
of  one-man  streamliners  to  the  J-Church  and  M-Oceanview 
lines  and  made  possible  restoration  of  night,   Sunday  and 
holiday  rail  service  on  the  J  lines. 

As  additional  1100Ts  were  placed  in  service  the  old  two- 
man  "box  cars"  were  phased  out.     K  type  car  #181  on  the  L 
line  earned  the  distinction  of  being  the  last  two-man  car 
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"Magic  Carpet"  car  #1003  at  the  47th  Ave.  and  Wawona  St. 
terminal  of   the  L  line  after   being  rebuilt  for  single- 
end  one-man  operation.     The  awkward  hand  control  system 
on  these  cars  soon  relegated  them  to  owl  and  tripper  ser 
ice  as  one-man  cars.  (JEP) 


a  1959  Christmas  gift  of   the  West  Portal  Merchants' 
Assn.  was  this  fireplace  created  around  the  Twin  Peaks 
Tunnel.     Streamliner  #1003  displays   its  masked-over 
tail  end  after  rebuilding  for   one-man  operation.

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to  run  in  regular  revenue  service  on  May  9,   1958.  San 
Francisco's  original  streamliners   1001-1005  were  retired 
in  1959  due  to  their  non-standard  hand-operated  air-elec- 
tric control  features.     Shortly  thereafter  an  additional 
four  cars,  #1167-1170.,  were  acquired  from  St.  Louis  Public 
Service  to  ease  the  resultant  equipment  shortage. 

The  Municipal  Railway  celebrated  its  Golden  Anniversary 
in  1962  and  the  high  point  of   this  occasion  was  the  re- 
juvenation of  A  type  car  #1   for  the  festivities.     The  car 
was  faithfully  restored  by  the  Elkton  shops  to  its  ori- 
ginal condition  complete  with  windowless  open  end  sections 
and  paint  scheme  of  gray  body  with  red  roof  and  trim  and 
gold  letters  and  striping.     Its  operation  at  the  old  five- 
cent  fare  in  shuttle  service  on  Market  St.   from  the  Bridge 
Terminal  to  11th  St.   during  "Muni  Golden  Week*,   Oct.  15- 
18,   attracted  much  civic  attention  and  even  made  money! 
The  venerable  car  was  also  run  over  the  entire  rail  system 
on  several   charter   trips  for  railfan  groups,   the  last 
being  on  Dec.   30,  1962. 

1963  saw  the  Municipal  Railway  in  search  of  a  new  paint 
scheme,  with  car  #1144  being  chosen  as  the  guinea  pig  for 
their  experiments.     After  several  tries  at  a  predominantly 
cream  pattern  with  green  trim,   the  end  result  was  a 
basically  green  design  with  more  cream  paint  than  had  been 
used  previously,   a  smaller  insignia  and  elimination  of  the 
familiar  "wings"   on  the  sides. 


As  1964  draws  to  a  close,   the  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Railway  finds  itself   on  the  threshold  of  a  new  era.  The 
coming  years  will  see  the  elimination  of  surface  rail 
transit  on  Market  St.   and  the   integration  of  MuniTs 
trolley  lines  with  the  subway  system  of   the  Bay  Area 
Rapid  Transit  District.     One  thing  seems  assured,  though 
--streetcars  will  still  be  running  in  San  Francisco  for 
some  time  to  come. 

During  the  years  since  1950  the  City  purchased  the  Calif- 
ornia Street  Cable  Railroad  Co.  and  made  extensive  alter- 
ations to  the  entire  cable  car  system.     This  story, 
however,  will  be  the  subject  of  another  article. 
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,TKTT  type  car  #179  turns  off  Ocean  Ave.  onto  the  Brighton 
Ave.  branch  of  the  K  line.  This  segment  of  the  line  was 
abandoned  in  1951  in  favor  of  the  City  College  loop  con- 
structed on  the  property  shown  in  the  background.  (RPT) 


Buses  had  already  appeared  in  the  upper  bays   of  Geary 
carhouse  as  car  #77.,   the   last  B  line  car,   passed  by  a  few 
days  Before  the  conversion.     This   line  was  the  last  to 
use  open"  platform  T,B"  types  exclusively.
